Bizhop James Crawford Embry, 
D.D., wrs born in Knox connty, Ind., 
November 2, 1834, His father and 
mother were from Fairfield district, 
8. C. They were both Christians; by 
faith, Baptists. They removed to In- 
(Giana in 1815, and were farmers. He 
attended Snnday school all his life. 
He entered school when a «mall child, 
and ap to manhood secnred, for those 
times, a good common «chool eclncoa- 
tion, He tanght «chool at different 
times and places prior to '58,” Was 
licensed by Rev. F, Myers at CGalengs, 
IN., .-in 1856, In '59 was put in 
charge of onr little church in CGalena 
by Rev. Dr. W, RK, Revels, and feeling 
a call to work, and being nrged there- 
to by Christign friends, began a special 
course of adranced stndies nnder the 
guidance of Rev. W, B, Christopher, 
D.D.,an alumnus of Yale and Andoyer, 
at the same time studying higher arith- 
metic-.and cognate branches under 
competent instructors. This con- 
tinned about two years and seven 
months. He joined the Conference 
regnlarly in Anganst, 1864, nnder 
Bishop Quinn, Bishop Payne being 
prexent, stationed him at Alton and 
Upper Alton, Began the stndy of 
(Greek with snuch assistance as conld 
be obtained from Divinity stndents at 
Shatliff College. This was continued 
nnder Prof. Shepard, D.D., ex-Prof, 
of threek, Rochester Cottege and Babd- 
win University, Kanxas. Those 
studies included, (1 History, (CGireece, 
tome and England), general ontlines 
of Universal; (2.) The Fonud- 
ing and Government of the Apos- 
tolic church, (3) Growth of English 
tovernment and Literature, (4) Men- 
tyl and Moral Philosophy. He studied 
Hebrew and German nnder a Jewish 
Rabbi, was ordained deacon in '65, ex- 
amined by Melntosh Revels and early 
nl 66Gwas ordaiued an Elder, both by 
Bishop Campbell at Springfield, INL., 
and St. Lonis, Mo, 

His first charge was at Galena, IlI., 
2, Alton, II.; 3, St. Lonis; 4, Bowling 
Green, Ky.; 5, Hannibgl, Mo.; 6, 
Leavenworth, Kkas.; 7, St. Joseph, 
Mo. ; 8, Vieksburg, Mixs. ; 9, Commis- 
Sioner of Education; 10, Fort 
Seott, Kan.; 11, Kansas City, 
Missonri.; 12, Financial Secretary 
Washington, D. C.;13, Leavenworth, 
Kan., and delegate Ecumenical Conn- 
14l; 14, Sau Autonio, Texas.

cloud, and in « pillar of fire by night.” 
"Num. xiv, 14. By turning to Exodus, 
xiv, 20-31, it will be seen that the pas- 
page was made in a #ingle night. The 
where the pazage was effected, 
eatimated at from one to fourteen 
miles. Such were the circumstances. 
In brief, they were as follows: 1. The 
Jaraelites pazzed through the ea on 
dry gronnd. 2. The waters on either 
hand being walls of ice. 3. The cloud 
#tanding over them. 4. The distance 
acros the zea, 14 miles, at most. 5. 
The paszage was made a 4ing/r night. 

And: 2, The testimony of David. 
The following is his language: *'Thon 
art the God that doest wonders; Thon 
hast declared Thy strength among the 
people. Thou hast with Thine arm 
redeemed Thy people, the cons of 
Jacob and Joseph, Selah. The waters 
naw Thee, O, God; the waters zaw 
Thes; they were afraid; the waters als0 
were troubled. The clouds poured 
ont water. (**'Were ponred out with 
water,” marginal.) The skies ent 
out a sonnd; Thine arrow went abroad; 
the voice of Thy thunder was in the 
Keavens; the lightnings lightened the 
world. The earth "trembted and 
Shook. Thy way is in the ea; and 
Thy path in the great waters; and Thy 
footsteps aro not known. Thon led- 
dest Thy people like «a flock by the 
hands of Moses and Aaron.” (Ps.lxxvii, 
13-20.) What do we learn from this 

? 1. That Moses and Aaron 
ed the hosts throngh the ex 
2. That there was & cloud over 
them throughout the pas*sage. 3. That 
from this cloud, water was poured out 
yes them. 4. In the very act of 
eir redemption from Egyptiau en- 
nlavement. 5. That God was the per- 
pon Who baptized the Israclites on that 
 occasion. 

Is it certain that David is alluding, 
in this Pzalm, to the time of the Red 
Rea paszage, in the days of Moses* 
That be is the following facts show: 
1. He is «peaking to *'the redemption” 
of the Jews from bondage. The libers- 
tion of the Israclites from Egyptian 
bondage is always fpoken of in the 
Scriptures as as redemption.” 2, 
This redemption was at « ea, the 
great waters.” 3, The Israelites were 
redeemed while following the lead 
of Moges and Aaron through the

How many of theze Israelites were 
there? They were the zame in num- 
ber as when Mones $anctified them at 
the Monnt—about three millions, all 
told, As remarked, when «peaking of 
their bapticm by Moses, at Horeb, 
there were *izx hnndred thonzaud in- 
fants baptized. The zame number 
were baptized at the Red Sea by God, 
in person. 

Now, there has been a great deal of 
»ontroversy as to infant baptiem. It 
has been held that there was no law 
for it. This is & mistake. (God com- 
manded Moses to sanctify the ITarael- 
ites at Horeb, At the Red Bea, He, 
Himself, baptized them. Certainly 
the command, and the act of God, 
mnst be held as anthorizing infant 
baptiem., There is both law and pre- 
»6edent for it. 

But s0me may be disposed to con- 
trovert the porition taken as to the 
A-*ign with which this baptism was 
aIministered, Thres reazons may be 
ax«igned for it. And 1, Snch is the 
dezign with which each of the typical 
baptigms was administered, as we 
have zeen, As the types were educa- 
tional, then mnst the design, with 
which they were administered, be the 
«ame with that of the anti-types, for, 
if otherwise, the types wonld mot be 
instrnctive. 2, We hall hereafter 
show that the word ©baptize” means 
"'cleanse, purify, sanctiſy.*” - As then, 
the Israelites were baptized at en, 
then their baptism was with the de- 
*sign of cleansing or sanctifying them 
as preparatory to the presence of (tod 
among them. 3. The Izraclites had 
heen, Tor centnries, among &« corrupt, 
sensnal, depraved, idolatrous people 
Their history shows that they had 
become greatly corrupted by that as- 
Sociation. The coursse that God ever 
parsned toward the Jews was that, pre 
186ly, at the Red Sea. He always, in 
person, or_ by proxy, baptized Israel, 
when restoring them to His favor, af 
ter a*ssociation with, and corruption 
'y, the heathen, among whom they 
had sojourned as bondsmen. This 
v11l be hereafter shown. 

Again. A great deal of stnff has 
1660 pat to press as to what water was 
186d in baptizing the Israclites at the 
ea. Some have held that, as there was 
; 8torm raging at the time of the pass- 
age, they were sprinkled with the 
-pray of the sea. This is absnrd. The 
vaters were congealed; and, therefore, 
he water used could not have been 
hat of the ea. Bevrides, the pass- 
ire, from David, «hows, to a demon- 
(tration, that the water was that from 
he clond above them, 

It is ridienlons, the attempt that the 
tippers make to vet azide the plain 
eaching of the word of God, as to 
his Red Sena Baptism. They tell us 
hat the walls of the water, on either 
and, with the clond over them, placed 
he Israclites in a poettion, not at all 
lifferent from a mabject in **the Liq- 
id (Grave''—water being all aronnt 
hem. They thus make it appear that 
he Israclites were immersed. How 
»onld that be? They were passino 
on dry land. The 
vaters on either hand were congealed 
While the clond was over them. 
Where, then, did the water come from 
that was used at their baptism? Such 


+ holding makes the bapti«m to con- 


int in the poaition of the Israclites af 
How ab- 
ard to call that a baptism, when, ac- 
»rding to their exposition of the 
Jeriptuares, not one drop of water was 
18664? Think of water baptism, and 
10 water nsed! Think of an immer- 
ton baptiem withont the snbject's 
having  a- hair, even, of his head wet 
with water! An immersion baptiem! 
But the same parties repudiate the 
baptizm of infants of the host of Is- 
rael. They claim that the adnlts were 
alone immersed, dry! Infants are 
zenerally carried in the arms of their 
varents. Oertainly, they were $0 on 
that occasion. How, then, could pa- 
rents be immersed withont immersing 
the infants that they carried in their 
arms? TIf-the parents were immersed, 
$0 were the infants, If their holding 
be correct, then there is no avoiding 
the conclusion, that "the infants were 
immersed., That holding clearly con- 
cedes infant baptizem. A dry immer- 
ion! An infant baptizm! What has 
become of the commonly received 
immersion theory? What is left of it* 

In trying to repudiate the fact of in- 
fant baptism, they claim that if the in- 
'ants were baptized, then were the asses, 
oxen, the sheep, the cooking yessels, 
etc, Now, what is this but an attempt 
to vet aide the positive teachings of 
the Apostle? " He zaid, **All were bap- 
tized,” All who? Certainly, the Is- 
raclites, He does not make any ref- 
rence to stock, or yeasel baptizing 
But he does say, that the whole Israel- 
itish host were baptized; and that in- 
clades the six hundred thousand babies 
of the host, who were baptized by Go 
in person, But why discuss snch ab- 
sarditiess Upon the anthority © 
Panl, of Moses, and of David, we 
have established the fact that God 1in- 
dlorsed the Aﬀnsion Theory by observ 
ing it, in every particnlar, at the Red 
Sea Baptizam. Thee are inspired an- 
thorities. Their testimony must be ac- 
cepted therefor. 

But there are other Scriptures that 
teach the Aﬀnslion Theory for Wate: 
Baptism. Let us hear— 

1. From David, again: ''Puarge me 
with hyssop, and I shall be clean; 
wash me, and I shall be whiter than 
mow. Hide Thy face from my sins, 
and blot out mine iniquities. Cas! 
me not away from Thy presence."'— 
Pa, 1H, 7, 9, 11. Who can fail to «ee 
that David is referring to God's law 
for Water Baptism? Was not the 
hyss%op used in baptizing? We have 
$0 $6en—Heb. ix, 19. In the word 
*hys80p" we have the mode clearly 
alluded to. In that of *purge” the idea 
ot cleansing, or baptizing is presented, 
Whils in the prayer, *'Cast me not 
away from Thy presence,” we have 
the design with which the baptising, 
br cleansing, was requested —that © 
preparing for the presence of God and 
the indwelling of His Spirit. 

2. Engias: *'Wash you clean; pu 
away the evil of your doings; cease t 
lo evil; learn to do well,” exhorts th 
prophet—1Iss. 1, 16, 17. **Fear not, 
Oh Jacob, my cervant; and thou, 
Jeshurun, whom 1 have chosen. For 
I will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty, aud floods upon the dry 
ground.” —Isa. xliv, 3. The prophet, 
in his reference to *'Jacob and Jeshu- 
run,” alludes to the Israclitish nation 

—the whole people. It is God that is 
peaking through this prophet. Now, 
our readers will again $66 that God is 
here again indorﬀing the Affasion 
Theory —subject, mode aud desigun. 

3, Ezekiel: God, speaking through 
this prophet, «aith: "Then will 
SPRINKLE clean water upon You, and 


ye 
dwell hs the land that I = your 
fathers; and ye «hall be My people, 
and I will your God.” _Ezek. 
xxxvi, 26, 25, 28, The context «hows 
that the children of Iargel wore then in 
Chaldean bondage, serving ont their 
foretold captivity of neventy years. 
This was somewheres near one thon- 
«and years after their liberation from 
Egyptian enslavement. In this in- 
*tancs, as in that, the Jews had been 
asociated with the most corrupt, idol- 
atrons people. By this association, as 


the Scriptures cited ahows, they had 


heen corrnpted. A short time before 
the close of their captivity, God zends 
Ezekiel to them, to inform them that 
the time was at hand when he would 
restore them to their country. At the 
appointed time, God obserred His 
promise, cleansing or baptizing them, 
as he did at the Red Sea. It was 
preparatory to their restoration to His 
prevence as His chosen people. The 
eonrse of God, in baptizing the Israsl- 
ites retnarning from their Chaldean 
captivity, throws a flood of light 'on 
the devign, mode and snbject of His 
baptiem of the Jews at the Red Sea. 

We have only to examine the pas- 
*age to see that all the returning cap- 
tives, to the number of fifty thonsand 
and more—infants and adnlts—were 
cleansed, by affasion, with the design, 
already noticed, by God, in person, 
In «a population of fifty thousand, 
there were at least TEX THOUSAND 1n- 
fants. As they were all baptized, then 
have we infant baptizem again prec- 
ticed by God, and that 0 late as only 
five hundred years before the advent. 

80 mach for the ordinance of water 
bapti«m, as tanght in Moses and the 
prophets, and practiced by God in 
person and by proxy. The ordinance 
is presented in all its details, and with 
a definiteness that no one can mistake 
it. 

Before dismissing the snbject, there 
are several facts to which we would 
call attention. From the Scriptures 
cited, we ee that the law of water 
baptism is the zame, in every particu - 
lar, in the days of Ezekiel, that it was 
in the days of Mozes. A' thonsand 
years had intervened, but the law re- 
mained the ame, This fact, when 
taken with that bronght ont in our 
tiscnxsion of the symbols of baptiam, 
it teaches the UNCHANGEARLENERSS of 
(God's laws. It is a forcible illastra- 
tion: *I change not.” From these 
facts we reach the conclusion, that as 
(od is immutable—as His laws change 
not: 1, That the law for water bap- 
tizm was the law in all the ages from 
Moses to? Christ. 2. That the Same 
law for baptism existed from Adam to 
Moses—the law being simply repub- 
lighed in the days of Moses and Eze- 
Kiel. 3. That Adam and his encces- 
zors were installed as priests, avs were 
\aron and sons, and their s#nacess0rs; 
that is to say, they were Baptized by 
\ffusion, with the design of hallow- 
ing them, preparatory to their minis- 
tering as priests. 4. That as Aaron 
installed his snccess0rs, sanctified the 
altar daily, and annually sprinkled 
the blood of atonement for the abrotu- 
tion of the people, then did he prac- 
tice Aﬀasion Baptism. 5. That God, 
changing not, imposed the same offi- 
cial fnanctions on Adam, and his snc- 
eexsors, till the days of Moses. 6. 
Hence, the final conclasion—the AF- 
yUSION theory is as old as Adam. This 
conclusion cannot be avoided if God's 
immntability be conceded; but it must 
be conceded. Immntability 1s an 
attribute of God's. To repudiate it 
is to repudiate God. Belief in God 
carries with it a concession of His 
claims. 

SECOND. HOLY GHOST BAPTISM. 

In our examination of the type of 
this baptiem—the holy oil-—wo aw 
that it conformed, in every respect, to 
that of the water of purifying. We 
shall find an exact correspondence be 
between this spiritaal baptism and the 
water baptism that we have $0 elabor- 
ately discussed. We examine this 
Holy Ghost Baptism in this connec- 
tion: 1. Becaunse it is the real Bap- 
tiem, or Christ's Baptism. 2. Becanse 
it will enable our readers to $66 more 
clearly what is God's law for water 
Baptism, subject, mode and design. 

And 1. Mostzs. -We read from the 
Book of Numbers as follows: **And 
the Lord came down in & clond, and 
«pake nnto him (Moses) and took of 
the Spirit that was npon him, and 
gave it unto tae seventy elders. And 
it came to pass that when © the Spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, 
and did not cease. But there remained 
two of the men in the camp; the name 
of the one was Eldad, and the name of 
the other was Medad. And the Spirit 
rested npon them, and they prophesied 
in the camp. And there ran a young 
man and told Moses, and said: Eldad 
and Medad do prophesy in the camn, 
And Joshua, the son of Nun, the ser- 
vant of Moses, answered, and aid: 
My Lord Moses forbid them. And 
Moses *aid unto him: Enviest thon for 
my sake? Wonld God that all the 
Lord's people were prophets, and that 
He would pnt His spirit upon them.” 

Num. x1, 25, 29. 

SAaMUvEL. Speaking to Saul, whom 
he had just anointed with the holy oil, 
by pouring it npon his head, ho said: 
*And the Spirit of the Lord will come 
npon thee, and thon shalt prophesy 


I with them (the prophets that he wonld 


meet twat day) and thou shalt be turn- 

ih another man.””—I Sam. x, 6, T. 
igaiy, woe read: Then Samnel took 
the hora of oil, and anointed him 
(David) in the midst of his brethren; 
and the Spirit of the Lord came upon 
bim from that day forward.”''—1 Sam. 
xvi, 13. Years after, when Sanl was 
pursuing David to kill him, it was told 
him that he was at Naioth, in Ramah. 
He, thereupon, at three different times, 
$6ent messengers to arrest him. **But 
when they saw the company of the 
prophets prophesying, and Samnel 
atanding as appointed over them, the 
Spirit ob the Lord came upon the mes- 
$engers of Sanl, and they also prophe- 
$i6d,” Saul then went in person, and 
the Spirit of the Lord was upon him, 
and he prophesied.”—I Sam. xix, 19, 
- 

3, Jvpars. —Speaking of Othniel, 
(Gideon, Jeptha, Sampson, and the 
rest, we read: **'And the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon him. ''—Judges. 

4. SoLowox, —In this Book of Pro- 
verbs, we read: *'1 will ponr ont of 
My Spirit npon you.'—Prov. 1, 23. 

5, Es4a1a8. We read: Until the 
Spirit is poured upon 
high.''—Iss. xxxii, 15, *'I will pour My 
$pirit upon thy s6ed, and myYlessing 
apon thy offspring. O Jacob, my ser- 
vant, and thon, Jeshurun, whom 1 
have chosen, "Is. iy, 4, 3. **Behold 
my Servant, (Christ) whom I uphold; 
Mine elect in whom my soul delight- 
eth. 
He «hall bring forth judgment to the 
Gentiles." —Isa. xlii, 1, OChrist, speak- 
ing of Himself through this prophet, 
*aith: *'The Spirit of the Lord is ap- 
on Me; because He hath anointed Me 
to preach good tidings unto the meek,” 
—1s8. xi, 1. 

6. JasrexIan, —This prophet saith:

What have we learned from thess 
prophets? 1. That the mnbjects of 
Holy Ghost baptiem are infants and 
adults. Snch words and phrases as 
"2664 offspring,” all fleah,” clearly 
$0 tench. Were anything wanting, it 
is snpplied by what God aid to . 
miah: *'T knew thee before I formed 
thee in the belly, and befors thou 
cament forth out of the womb, I «anc- 
tified (baptized) thee, and ordained 
thee a prophet to the nations.” 2. 
Holy Ghost baptism is by affasion. 
Such expreasions as "The Spirit ezme 
apon me,” *'fall upon me,” Treated 
npon mae,” plainly 0 declares. And 
$0, too, gnch nentences as, OT will 
pour ons My Spirit npon all flesh, 
teach: 3. That the deaign of this Bap- 
tism is to cleanse the inner man from 
sin, and thus prepare the zoul for the 
presencs and indwelling of God, and 
to concetitrate it to His services. Ps. 
li, 8, 10. Ez« xxxvi, 26, 27. 4. God is 
the admimietrator. From this exam- 
ination af prophesy, our readers will 
perceive that the Holy Ghost Baptism 
and that of the water baptism agree 
in one." 


THIRD, THE BLOOD BAPTIAN. 


The law of baptism, as et forth in 
the typical Hood, has already been 
traced. That the blood of animals 
was typical of Christ's blood, has been 
already shown. That it was admin- 
isterad by effasion to adults 
and infants; and with what design, 
has been pointed ont. — Heb. ix, 1B, 
14, 19. Let ns now examine this 
blood baptism of the Lord Jeans 
Obrist.  Eanias is speaking of its 
«nbject, mods and design, in his 
prophecy as to his passion. We read, 
God speaking through the prophet 
I=wah: Behold, my servant shall 
leal pradently; he hall be exalted 
and extolled, and be very high. As 
many were astonished at thee, his 
visnage was $0 marred more than any 
man; and his form more than the sons 
of men, $0 HE SHALL SPRINKLE MANY 
NATIONS. —TIsalah ii, 13, 15. 

Pant -thns peaks this bod; in 
contrast with the typical blood: 
*Neither by the blood of bulls and 
goats, but by his own blood he enter- 
ed in onee into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption for ns.” 
—Heb. ix, 12, 14. *'For it is not pos- 
*ible that the blood of balls and goats 
shonld take away sins."—Heb. x, 4. 
*«Having, therefore, brethren; bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jeens, by a new and living 
way which he hath concentrated for 
ns, through the veil, that is to zay, 
his flesh; and having an high priest 
over the house of God, let ns, drawing 
near with a trne heart, in fall assar- 
ance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our popres washed with pure wa- 
ter,” — Heb. x, 19, 22. **But ye art 
come unto Mt. Zion, and to Jens, the 
mediator of the new covenant, and to 
the blood of sprinkling that speaketh 
better things than the blood of Abel” 
(the anamal's blood offered by Abel). 
—Heb. xii, 12, 24. 

Peter, speaking of Christ's blood, 
sayeth: Elect according to the fore- 
knowledge of God, the Father, 
throngh sanctification of the Spirit 
(the baptism of the Holy Ghost), nnto 
obedience and 8&PRINKLING of the blood 
of Jeans."''—I Peter i, 2. *For as 
much as ye know that ye were not re- 
leemed, with corruptible things. * * * 
Bat with the precions blood of Christ, 
as of & lamb without blemish and 
without spot.''—T Peter i, 18, 19, 

The Apostle John sayeth: *Bant if 
we walk in the light, as He is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with an- 
other, and the hlood of Jens Christ, 
His Son, CLEANSETH us from all sin,” 
= JſorT,T. —<<Unto Him that tored 
as and washed ws from our sins in His 
own blood.” --Rev. 1, 5. 

From these Seriptures from the O14 
and New Testaments, we learn: 

1. That the subjects of these blood 
baptizms are infants and adults. This 
is tanght in the phrase *Many na- 
tions,” there being no nation without 
infants, as remarked. 

2, That the mods is affusion--*Hge 
shall sprinkle many nations.” 

3, That this baptism is with the de- 
vign of cleansing the heart, and fitting 
it for the prezence and indwelling of 
(jod, and of concentrating it to the 
sgervios of God. 

We have now traced the law of God 
for baptizm through each of the anti- 
types. With what result? An exact 
correspondence between types and 
anti-types; and a perfect agreement of 
the baptisms with water, with the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and with the blood of Christ. 
In this perfect agreement we have s 
demonstration of the Apostle John's 
declaration: And there are three 
that bear witness in earth—the Spirit, 
the water and the blood—aund these 
three AGREE IN ONE.” —I John v, 8. 

Such 4s the law as et forth in Moses 
and the prophets, "and explained by 
inspired writers of the New Testa- 
ment. If there is anything taught in 
the word of God, $0 that no man need 
mistake it, certainly that is the ordi- 
nance of baptiems. The Scriptures 
examined show with positive certainty 
the snbject, mode and design of the 
rite. 

In our mext lecture I will prove that 
the law of God for BarTISM was not 
changed by John, Christ or His 
Apostles. We will show that if the 
law was changed 1 any partioular, 
there 18 x0 God; that the theory of 
immersion baptism, to be true, anni- 
hilates God,

Mn. Evrron—One would naturally 
think the adjective dark” is naed to 
distingniah Africa from the rest of the 
world, i.

When the Lord promised Abra- 
ham to give him the land of Canaan 
for an inheritance, He told him his 
ze6d shonld be s stranger in a land 
that was not theirs, and shonld serve 
them, and they should afflict them 
400 years and that nation whom they 
«erve would be judge, and afterwards 
*shonld they come with great snbstance. 
Of conrse we are opposed to migrating 
to Africa, But what does that amount 
to? $80 was Jacob opposed to leaving 
his parents and home to go to Padun 
Aram to his uncle's. The force of the 
cirenmstances compelled him to go. 
Neither did Josxeph want to go down 
into Egypt at the time and in the man- 
ner he did, but circumstances forced 
him. And when the Israclites, after 
centnries nndey bondage, were brought 
ont of Egypt by the hand of Moses to 
the borders of Canaan, at Kadesh Bar- 
nes, when the twelve zpies who were 
«ent to search out the land returned, 
bringing false reports, mntiplying dif- 
ficulties and magnifying obstacles, the 
people revolted and wanted to make a 
captain and return back to Egypt, for 
which the dreadful sentence of mortal- 
ity was pronounced against them, and 
had to wander in the wilderness forty 
years, until all of that generation who 
were brought up and ont of Egypt had 
hed, but Joshna and Onleb. They 
vere not willing to brook the 
lifficulties and brave the dangers that 
lay between them and the promised 
and, therefors, a new generation had 
to be raised up who knew nothing of 
the ills of slavery, to be qualified to 
encounter the difficulties before them. 
ind now, if it took forty years to 
raise up & generation ont of the reach 
of their oppressors, qualified to enter 
Canaan, to form their own government 
and contend with their enemies, how 
long may it take a people kept right in 
the midst of their oppressors, who are 
exhansting every available means to 
oppression to keep crushed ont all the 
elements of manhood out of a people 
whom they held in bondage for 250 
years, by mob law, sach as lynching, 
burning and every other inhuman 
treatment? May it not take twice 
forty years to prepare us for the grave 
responsibilities of self-government? 
Be that as it may, it is evident that 
God foresaw the relation which 
Africa would snstain to America be- 
fore it was ever discovered. Hence, 
the subordinate relation of Africa in 
the colonization of this conntry was no 
indication of her insignificance in the 
final consummation of the grand de- 
Sign of Providence. We believe a 
grand and glorious futnre awaits the 
Afro-American, but it is to be realized 
apon the continent of Africa. Who 
can donbt that the emigration scheme 
to Africa by Bishop H. M. Turner is 
but * the © prelude to the grand 
and nltimate consummation of 
God's design in reference to 
Africa? The letters of M. T, Newland, 
Magena M. Mokone and Jacobns, 
Gilead Haba and many others, all 
point in this direction; and the vast 
resonrees of Africa, vegetable and 
mineral ore, still lying wrapt in the 
bosom of that great continent unde- 
veloped, awaiting the return of her 
exiled children, bringing the electric 
lamps of Christian and political civili- 
zation to light np that great continent 
with the effulgent rays of divine truth, 
when the triumphant shout shall go 
ap, Africa's jubilee is come, and her 
exiled children are returning home, 
then shall it be said as of old: **The 
Lord has done great things for us, 
whereof we shall be glad.” Bish- 
op H. M. Turner, D. D. LL. D., 
moved as by inspiration, 1s but the
